Agreement on malpractice 


SACRAMENTO (U Pl) - After weeks 
of negotiations, Gov Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. and key lawmakers in the Assembly 
have reached agreement on major 
legislation to resolve the escalating 
medical malpractice insurance dilem­ 
ma. 


Brown and Assembly Speaker Leo T. 
McCarthy, who has staunchly opposed 
the use of taxpayers’ money to solve the 
medical malpractice insurance problem, 
refused to discuss specifics in the 
proposal which is scheduled to be in­ 
troduced Friday. 


But administration and legislative 
sources said the proposal contained the 


“ concept” of requiring doctors to con­ 
tribute a limited amount of free service 
to the needy. 
Brown said tl№ new plan, which he 
tagged an “ immediate solution” to the 
skyrocketing cost of physicians* profes­ 
sional insurance, would create a state- 
operated. doctor-financed insurance pool 
offering doctors an annual average 
premium of $4,000. 
The insurance fund would not be ac­ 
tivated unless a certain number of physi­ 
cians volunteered their membership. 
That figure ran^d between 10,000 and 
20,000 doctors. 
Brown admitted that the proposal 
would not work “ unless it received 


widespread support by the doctors of 
California.” He would not say whether 
the plan would entice Southern Califor­ 
nia doctors — who have staged a work sl­ 
owdown — to go back to work. 


Meantime, a bill supported by militant 
United Physicians of California and the 
influential California Medical Associa­ 
tion won approval of the Senate In­ 
surance C(Mnmittee. 


The legislation (SB1420) by Sen. Alfred 
Song, D-Monterey Park, would create a 
doctor-financed state fund allowing doc­ 
tors to join on a voluntary basis. Hie 
measure was sent to the Senate Finance 
Committee on a 6-1 vote. 


In December, the Brown administra­ 
tion advanced a plan creating a 
statewide insurance fund with man­ 
datory membership. It also required the 
participation of doctors in a medical 
peace corps to treat the poor and those in 
“ underserved” areas. That plan is op- 
poeed by doctors. 
McCarthy objected to the original ad­ 
ministration proposal saying the fund 
could fail and cost California taxpayers 
as much as $3 billion. 
Under the bill. Brown told a crowded 
news conference, doctors in the first 
year would contribute an amage $4,000 
and this sum could be increased in later 
years to keep the fund solvent. 
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Elections chief is seeing 
double (costs, that is!)

County Election Bureau chief Bob 
Kirkpatrick is seeing “double” these 
days, and he says it will cost the county 
plenty. 
Kirkpatrick, y^ose office is in the 
County Courthouse basement, finds 
nothing lowly about new estiroates of ad­ 
ded county election expense in having all 
election materials printed in Spanish as 
well as English this year. 
“ I estimate it will cost this county an 
extra $49,900 for the June Primary Elec­ 
tion alone,” he said. He added he felt the 
benefits of bilingual election work would 
be meager, at best, directly helping only 
a few persons who are literate in Spanish 
and illiterate in English. 
K irkpatrick said his office is 
proceeding with meeting the require­ 
ment to have all election materials 
printed in Spanish as well as English as 
provided for in the amended Civil Rights 
Act, rather than face “severe penalties” 


for non-compliance. 
The new federal requirement became 
effective late last summer, and the 
county was “ not able to completely com­ 
ply” in the special districts election last 
November. “ But now we’ve got Uie word 
to comply completely.” declared 
Kirkpatrick, who added he was hoping 
“ something might happen” so the 
requirement might fall by the wayside — 
due to public protests — before the coun­ 
ty’s November election. 
Every document that has to do with 
county electiwi office procedure falls 
into the bilingual category, including 
ballots, sample ballots, petitions in lieu 
of filing fees, nominating petitions, voter 
affidavits and all informational material 
going out with sample ballots. Other ex­ 
penses are involved with providing 
bilingual persons to assist voters not con­ 
versant with English.

In a dispatch from Luanda, Tass also 
said Marxist troops of the Popular Move­ 
ment for the Liberatim of Angola cap­ 
tured the town of Alto Hama, seizing 
control “ over the roads leading to 
Huambo and Silva Porto.”

Ford to sign 
200-mile bill 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford will sign a bill extending the 
nation’s territorial fishing rights to 200 
miles offshore, the White House said to­ 
day. 
The Senate passed the bill 77 to 19 
Wednesday over objections it could be 
enforced only by gunboats. 
White House Press Secretary Nessen 
said Ford would have preferred to have 
the territorial limit question settled by 
an International Law of the Sea con­ 
ference scheduled to convene later this 
year. 
But the legislation stalls the effective 
date of the 200-mile provision until next 
year, Nessen said, and Ford feels he can 
sign it and still work out something at 
the international meeting. 
The current fishing limit off U.S. 
coasts is 12 miles. Both the House and 
Senate have agreed on the extension to 
200, but still need to compromise on the 
exact date when the bill would become 
effective.

Closure 
foes cite 
early papers

Opponents of a recommendation to 
close E l Camino School today 
marshalled the shadowy hand of history 
to bolster their plea to save the old 
facility. 
Pat Cook, an instructional aide at El 
Camino and a descendant of some of the 
early pioneers, said a handwritten copy 
of the minutes of the Lompoc Land Co. 
meetings, includes two references to the 
site of El Camino School. One was writ­ 
ten on Sept. 19, 1874 and the second a 
month later. The two entries are almost 
identical, but it’s the second that Mrs. 
Cook is most interested in. 
On Oct. 19, 1874, the handwritten 
minutes note: “ It was moved and 
carried that a full block in some con­ 
venient part of town be set aside and 
donated as a public school lot for public 
school purposes and be forever so 
donated and held and shall be so marked 
and numbered on the map of said town.” 
It’s the word, “ forever,” that intrigues 
Mrs. Cook. 
She firmly believes the minutes refer 
to Lompoc Sdiool that was eventually 
renamed El Camino. As Lompoc School 
it was the first in the central area and for 
years, the only elementary school serv­ 
ing Lompoc. 
About six years later, on July 30,1880, 
George Roberts filed a Declaration of 
Trust that noted: “ Block 36 of downtown 
of Lompoc is to be conveyed to trustees 
and their successors in office of Lompoc 
Sdiool District for public schools.” 
It remained unclear today whether the 
Declaration of Trust would have the 
equivalent legal force of a deed, but 
some observers thought it did not. At the 
same time it was felt in some quarters 
that the minute order book and its ring­ 
ing declarative word, “ forever,” would 
have some weight in legal affairs. 
Mrs. Cook undertook her research 
after the question arose this week as to 
whether El Camino School could be 
closed and conveyed in part at least to 
the City of Lompoc for a municipal 
facility. The city has expressed an in­ 
terest in the facility in the event that the 
school district closes it. 
Deed restrictions last forever. If there 
were a deed on El Camino School or as it 
was named then Lompoc School, and it 
was as strong as the handwritten 
minutes of 1874, it would serve to block 
conversion of the school to any other use. 
In her research Mrs. Cook was not able 
to find a deed. 
A principals’ committee has singledout 
El Camino for possible closing because 
of racial imbalance. Two other schools 
were identified as schools that could be 
closed because of declining enrollment. 
Mrs. Cook said she is going to provide 
copies of the Declaration of Trust to the 
school district. 
Governor won't 
yield on ALRB 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. Wednesday refused 
to yield to demands by Republican and 
rural Dem ocratic legislators for 
overhaul of the state Agricultural Labor 
Relations Law as the price for survival 
of the farm labor board. 
Brown met with three Republicans and 
two Democrats who lead Senate opposi­ 
tion to the governor’s $3.8 million appro­ 
priation designed to keep the board 
afloat. One of the lawmakers afterwards 
said Brown “conceded nothing” to their 
demands for changes in the law in ex­ 
change for support of the appropriation. 
On Tuesday, the Senate defeated 
legislation containing the appropriation 
on a 20-15 vote, seven votes short of two- 
thirds majority required.

De Anza re-enactment 
schedule is completed 


The complete schedule of the De Anza 
Expedition Re-enactment in Santa Bar­ 
bara County was announced today by 
Johanna Hardin of the Lompoc Bicenten­ 
nial Committee, one of the sponsors of 
the trek. 
The expedition will enter the county on 
Feb. 24 with an encampment that even­ 
ing at Rincon Beach County Park, the ex­ 
act site of the camp 200 years ago. 
In 1775-1776, Lt. Col. Juan Bautista de 
Anza led 242 persons, 695 horses and 
mules and 355 cattle from Sonora, Mex­ 
ico, to Monterey in California — a well- 
documented journey of a thousand miles 
and an outstanding segment of American 
history. Members of the expedition went 
on to found the Presidio and Mission in 
San Francisco. 
Events that shaped the destiny of the 
W^tem states 200 years ago are being 
recognized as a part of the celebration of 
the nation’s bicentennial, and this re­ 
enactment has been endorsed by both the 
California and the national American 
Revolution Bicentennial groups. 


The re-enactment started on Sept. 28 
last year at Horcasitas, Sonora, Mexico 
and has traveled through Mexico, 
Arizona and into Southern California. 


From Rincon Beach, the party con­ 
sisting of costumed riders and hikers, 
will pass through Carpintería, Sum- 
merland and Montecito on Highway 101 
access roads to the bird refuge on 
Cabrillo Boulevard in Santa Barbara. 


Other riders and hikers are expected 
to join the trek at the bird refuge at 11:30 
a.m. with lunch and a ceremony to 
follow in Cabrillo Pavilion. At 1:30 p.m. 
the party will proceed up Cabrillo to 
Shoreline Dr., Cliff Dr., Hope Ranch and 
Patterson Ave. for a rest stop at 
Atascadero Creek Bikeway at 3 p.m. The 
party is scheduled to reach Goleta Beach 
County Park for an overnight encamp­ 
ment at 4 p.m. Dinner at the Elks Lodge, 
150 No. Kellogg Ave., will be staged at 7 
p.m. 


On February 26, the party will cross 
the UCSB campus and go along the 


coastal bluff to Ellwood. Lunch will be 
served at noon on the Burmah Oil Co. 
property 
Starting at 1:30 p.m. the trek will 
proceed along the Dos Pueblos Ranch ac­ 
cess road, on Doheny property, crossing 
under Highway 101 at El Capitan Ranch, 
along El Capitan State Beach to Refugio 
State Beach for an overnight encamp­ 
ment. 
On February 27, the party will travel 
on the north aide of Highway 101 through 
ranches to Gaviota State Park for a sack 
lunch, afterward proceeding across 
Hollister Ranch to El Cojo Canyon for an 
encampment on Bixby Ranch, the exact 
site of the 1776 camp. 
The party will leave Bixby Ranch at 8 
a.m. and will have lunch at Jalama 
Road. At 3 p.m.. hikers in costume may 
join at the Grefco Plant and Highway 1 
and walk to La Purisima Mission. 
At 6 p.m., the Moose Lodge will spon­ 
sor a dinner, open to the public, on the 
Mission grounds. Tickets are $3.75 per 
person. A music program will follow at 8 
p.m. 
On Sunday, the YMCA will sponsor a 
breakfast at the Mission from 7 to 9 p.m. 
after which there will be church services 
and musical program featuring the St. 
Louis de Montfort Choir from Orcutt. 
The trek then will continue to the San 
Antonio Creek campsite on Vandenberg 
Air Force Base. 
On March 1, the march will continue 
along Highway 1 through Guadalupe and 
then on into San Luis Obispo County.

Two Santa B arbara City 
Council members — Leo Mar­ 
tinez and Lawrence Schatz - 
may wind up opposing each 
other for the county supervisor 
position in the First District to 
be vacated by Frank J. Frost.

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New energy 
'plunge' eyed 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The 
state energy commission is con­ 
templating a big plunge into 
solar en ergy, geotherm al 
power and the recycling of 
agricultural chaff for fuel. 
In a draft report, the commis­ 
sion's sta ff proposed the 
spending of $3.8 million for 
solar research, including a 
program to equip about 300 
California homes with solar un­ 
its 
•’Of the present energy alter­ 
natives. the energy from the 
sun offers the greatest number 
of op tion s for p oten tial 
utilisation." declared the re­ 
port. obtained by UPI. 
The staff’s recommendations 
will be formally presented next 
week to the five-member com­ 
mission. which will decide how 
to spend its $12.7 million in 
state and federal funds during 
the next year for research and 
development. 
Nearly $4 million of the funds 
would come from the new state 
energy surtax on electricity. 
One recommendation called 
for use of about $1.1 million to 
help homeowners and busi­ 
nesses install solar units in 
about 400 buildings, primarily 
homes. 


The idea is to give Californi­ 
ans vivid examples of how solar 
energy can be used and also to 
afford state researchers first­ 
hand experience with problems 
in the fledgling solar power in­ 
dustry. 
The 
c o m m issio n 
s ta ff 
suggested solar units also 


could be installed experimen­ 
tally for laundries, public 
swimming pools or crofHflrying 
plants, among other commer­ 
cial businesses. 
One commission staff mem­ 
ber said the program might in­ 
clude “sensitivity sessions for 
bankers" to persuade them to 
be more inclined to accept 
loans on solar-equipped homes. 
In another research program, 
the staff proposed spending 
$700,000 to help develop the 
"total harvest concept" in 
which chaff is hauled from the 
fields to industrial plants for 
burning as fuel. 
The first project would ex­ 
periment with the using of rice 
hulls for rice drying. 
"Widespread application of 
this technology would alleviate 
the solid waste problem in rice 
milling, nut hulling and cotton 
ginning whose wastes are es­ 
pecially amenable to gasifica­ 
tion and currently present dis­ 
posal problems," the report 
said. 


The report called for a nearly 
$2 million program on geother­ 
mal energy Including "con­ 
struction of dem onstration 
power plants utilizing unproven 
geothermal resource types.” 
The staff also suggested a 
$500,000 study on the dangers of 
nuclear power including "an as­ 
sessment of whether the safety 
and security measures taken 
are ad eq uate to p reven t 
sabotage in the production and 
transport of nuclear mate­ 
rials." 
Security Council calls 
meet on Africa incursions 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y 
(UPI) - The Security Council 
called a meeting today to dis­ 
cuss and probably adopt a 
resolution demanding an end to 
South African incursions from 
Namibia into neighboring coun­ 
tries — not mentioning Angola 
by name. 
Namibia is also known as 
South West Africa. 
The resolution also demands 
free, U N.-sponsored elections 
in Namibia, a territory on the 
Angolan border administered 
by South Africa under a 1920 
League of Nations mandate 
canceled by the United Nations 
ten years ago. 
U.N. sources expected the 
council to adopt the measure. 
During Wednesday’s session 
the Chinese and Soviet dele­ 
gates clashed in a bitter debate 
over the Angola situation. 
Chinese delegate Lai Ya-li ac­ 
cused the Soviet Union of "step­ 


ping up its frenzied contention 
... to seek strategic areas in 
southern Africa” and to "inten­ 
sify its global deployment for 
war.” 
Soviet Ambassador Yakov 
Malik denied that his govern­ 
ment’s aid to a Marxist faction 
in the Angolan civil war was 
designed to further selfish 
Soviet aim s, charging the 
Chinese with "betraying the in­ 
terests of the African people 
and conspiring with the govern­ 
ment of South Africa.” 
He said China and South 
African Ambassador Roelof 
Botha were trying to "divert 
the Council’s attention from the 
important problem of liberating 
Namibia” by discussing An­ 
gola. 
In a surprise appearance 
before the Council Tuesday, 
Botha had accused the Soviet 
Union of massive intervention 
in the Angolan civil war. 
Startling cancer death 
rise just figure quirk 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
What first appeared to be a 
startling increase in cancer 
death rates across the nation 
during the first seven months of 
1975 has turned out to be 
a statistical quirk. 
Dr. Leonard Chiazze, acting 
chief of the biometry branch of 
the National Cancer Institute, 
said a refinement of the figures 
for the first nine months of last 
year shows that cancer deaths 
increased 2.3 per cent when 
compared to final data for 1974. 
Figures from the National 
Center for Health Statistics last 
November indicated that 5.2 
per cent more people died dur­ 
ing the first seven months of 
1975 compared to a similar 
period the previous year. Chiaz­ 
ze said this would have been 
shocking if true. 
"It was an increase that 
wasn’t there,” he told NCI staff 
members at a regular monthly 
forum. 
Just exactly what was re­ 
sponsible for the abnormally 
high statistical rate is not 
known, Chiazze said, but a 
death report coding error was 
involved. 


As it is, the still-preliminary 
2.3 per cent increase is higher 
than the figures for the past 
years which have been averag­ 
ing an annual increase in 
cancer deaths of slightly more 
than 1 per cent. But Robert 
Armstrong, head of mortality 
statistics for the center, said 
such an increase is not unusual. 


Castro ‘not anxious' for 
improved U.S. relations 


HAVANA, Cuba (UPI) - 
Cuban Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro says he Is not anxious to 
improve relations with the 
United States, which has 
objected to Cuban involvement 
in Angola, and called again for 
a lifting of the U.S. economic 
blockade against the island na­ 
tion. 


"We have no eagerness at all 
(to improve relations),’’ Castro 
said. "We are not interested in 
relations if it means they are on 
the basis of humility.” 


Washington has said the con­ 
tinued presence of Cuban troops 
in Angola was a stumbling 
block to the possibility of im­ 
proved relations. 


Castro said there can be no 
improvement of relations until 
the United States stops the 
economic blockade of Cuba im­ 
posed in the early 1960s. 


The Cuban leader made the 
remarks Wednesday night in a 
news conference with reporters 
accompanying Canadian Prime 
M i n is te r 
P i e r r e 
E l l i o t t 
Trudeau, who made a three-day 
visit to Cuba. 
Castro praised the U.S. House 
of 
R e p r e s e n t a t i v e s ' 
overwhelming vote Tuesday 
cutting off funds for two pro- 
Western forces in Angola. 


“It shows there are some 
sane people,” he said. 


Castro also defended sending 
Cuban troops to fight alongside 
pro-Soviet troops in the Angolan 
civil war. 


A member of Trudeau’s staff 
said today Castro seems to have 
hardened his attitude toward 
the United States because of 
revelations of CIA assassina­ 
tion plots, although he did not 
m ention the sp ecific plots 
against his own life.

Ford remained at the prayer 
breakfast for nearly an hour 
and a half and returned to the 
White House for his third major 
meeting with Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 
Presidential aides have said 
Ford is beginning to devote 
more time to politics. 
Plans are underway for his 
campaign swing in New Hamp­ 
shire Feb. 7-8. with an advance 
team already on the scene. The 
President also is expected to 
stump for votes in Florida Feb.

No Bake Oatmeal Cookies 
2 cups sugar 
4 tbsp cocoa 
1 stick margarine 
1/2 cup milk 
1/8 tsp. salt 
Boil together for one minute. Remove from heat and 
add 1/2 cup peanut butter, 3 cups quick oatmeal flakes. 
1/2 tsp vanilla, 1/2 cup nutmeats Drop from teaspoon 
onto wax paper, Store in an airtight metal container 
for added creaminess. Makes 2-3 dozen according to 
size. 
A second recipe, quite different, is Mrs. Adkins' 
Jalapino Combread 
1 cup yellow com meal 
3 tsp baking powder 
1 cup sour cream 
1 can cream style com 
1 cup sharp cheddar cheese, grated 
1 1/2 tsp. salt 
3 eggs, beaten 
2/3 cup cooking oil 
1/2 can (small) Jalapino peppers 
Blend commeal, salt and baking powder; add eggs, 
sour cream, oil and com. Pour half of batter in 
greased, heated pan 10x13. Over the batter, spread the 
minced peppers and grated cheese, covering them 
with the remaining batter. Bake at 350 degrees for 60 
minutes. Cut in squares for serving. Any leftovers may 
be frozen to be brought out and served at a later time 
with beverages, alcoholic or otherwise. Beer drinkers 
particularly like the flavor, says Mrs. Adkins. Her 
recipe comes from a friend in Colorado where the 
Adkins lived previous to moving back to Lompoc after 
nine years absence. He is a *‘Culligan man” with 
Laurence Cazenave.

2 lb. chuck beef, ground 
salt and pepper 
Seasoning salt 
4 oz. water 
Shred cabbage; add tomato juice, sweetener and 
lemon juice. Simmer covered. Mix water, seasonings 
into beef; make small balls, saute until brown in fry­ 
ing pan. Add to cabbage and cook until cabbage is 
tender.

Hal’s Sloppy Joes 
1 lb. ground beef 
1 cup onion bits 
salt, pepper, seasonings to taste

off excess fat, and brown onions. Add ketchup, water 
and seasonings and saute until flavors blend. Serve on 
buns.

Tarragon Chicken Breasts 
2 cups sour cream 
1 tsp. tarragon 
1 tsp. thyme 
1 tsp. salt 
6 breasts of chicken, boned 
tiny shrimp, ripe olives, parsley, to be added later 
1 tsp. garlic powder 
Mix together the first four ingredients and the garlic 
powder. Dip each breast in the sour cream mixture. 
Roll in com flake crumbs, finely crushed. Place 
breasts skin side down on well greased baking dish. 
Bake 40 minutes, uncovered, at 350 degrees. Turn oyer 
and bake 10 minutes longer. Add sliced ripe olives, tiny 
shrimp and parsley to remaining sour cream mixture 
and serve with chicken.

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Concert pianist earns acclaim 


By ERROL HAINES 
Why is it more difficult to write a 
review of an artist who deserves so much 
praise? Such an artist is Rico Saccani. 
pianist His concert Sunday afternoon for 
Community Concerts, was most warmly 
received by a large and appreciative 
audience 
Lompoc audiences are usually atten­ 
tive and most responsive to visiting musi­ 
cians who come here. This has often 
drawn forth comments from the artists 
themselves. However, one can hardly 
remember a concert as silent with atten­ 
tion and concentration as this one 


At 24, Saccani is hopefully on the brink 
of wide recognition and demand. His 
technique is a marvel and his use of the 
sustaining pedal is among the very best. 
But beyond technique is a great sense of 
communication with audience and with 
composer. It is a rare sought-after 


quality which seems to come natural to 
this artist both on stage and off. 
The demanding program was limited 
to romantic and impressionist com­ 
posers. Two Chopin “ Scherzo**; “ No. 3 in 
C sharp minor, opus 39’’ and “ No. 2 in B 
flat minor, opus 31’’ were on the 
program. The dramatic sections and 
alternating lyrical ones were beautifully 
played. Especially impressive was the 
lovely clarity of those descending 
arpeggios in the No. 3. 
Also in the first half were “ Sevillanas” 
from “ Suite Española” by Albeniz and 
“ Alborada del Gracioso’’ from 
“ Miroirs” by Ravel. Here the subtleties 
of the Spanish idiom were not completely 
conveyed because of a certain lack of 
response within the piano. This did not 
alter the fact that they were beautiful 
and most satisfying. 
The remaining selections were by 
Liszt The demanding “ Mephisto Waltz” 


held no pitfalls for this artist although 
the technical problems are many. He 
handled the powerful chords and broken 
octaves with ease and the lyrical sec­ 
tions with a fine melodic line. It is 
gratifying to see Liszt played without 
stage mannerisms (Liszt had enough of 
his own). The comments on 
“ Funerailles” were most informative 
and led many to a greater enjoyment of 
the music. It also added to that great 
“ communication” that was going on. 
Those incredible octaves were indeed 
clean and finely executed. 
The “ Hungarian Rhapsody No. 12” had 
a wonderful drive without bombast and 
great clarity of runs. Notes were heard 
that usually end up in a blur of pedaled 
sound. 
A lovely performance of “ Playera” by 
Granados was an encore, The slight 
lapse of memory was almost welcome to 
help convince one this whole perfor­ 
mance was for real.

Rain, show and ice jams com­ 
bined with a January thaw in 
the Northeast Wednesday to 
produce rampaging rivers and 
streams that drove hundreds of 
persons from their homes. 
Floodwaters also closed 
scores of highways and second­ 
ary roads from the Middle 
Atlantic states to Maine, 
delayed trains and traffic, 
closed schools and racetracks 
and resulted in widespread 
property damage. 
At least six highway deaths 
were blamed on the weather as 
rivers swelled and overflowed 
from New Hampshire and Ver­ 
mont to New Jersey and Penn­ 
sylvania. Three weather- 
connected deaths were reported 
in New England, two in Connec­ 
ticut and one in Massachusetts. 
“ I could have slid to work in­ 
stead of driving,” said 
Margaret Bressett, a secretary 
who works in Londonderry, 
Mass “ It’s a dreary day. I 
wanted to stay in bed." 
However, cooler tempera­ 
tures slowed the runoff in 
eastern New York, where flood 
waters and streams receded 
late Wednesday. 
But floods drove about ЭР 
persons from a senior citize 
housing project and two mobi 
home parks in Brattleboro, ’• 
Thirty others fled to higr 
ground from homes in ArK’ 
ton.

Residents also had t be 
evacuated from a mobile*11® 
park in Pittstown.

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...An old sport 
with new twists

You consider yourself a fair-minded 
parent. You don’t burden Junior with 
“when-I-was-a-kid” sob stories. But you 
couldn’t help flinching just a little when 
the kid started demanding 40 bucks for a 
new skateboard. 
You know a little bit about skateboards 
yourself, right? 
Sure. As a kid you went to the Saturday 
matinees and watched the Little Rascals 
careen down huge hills on the earliest 
skateboard. It was a long 2x4 with roller 
skate wheels nailed on the bottom and an 
upright orange crate nailed to the front 
for something to hang onto. 
Charged up with an overdose of cheap 
candy, you dashed home and made your 
own skateboard that very afternoon, 
complete with tin-can headlights and 
broomstick handlebars. Total cost: zero. 
A few years later, when the big surfing 
craze hit, you and your pals got into 
skateboarding again. Just like before, 
you ripped off your little sister’s roller 
skates and nailed them to the bottom of a 
2 x 4 . This time you left off the orange 
crate and you sped down concrete waves 
like a real surfer. Total cost: zero. 
That was more than a decade ago. Now 
skateboarding is big again, and your kid 
is putting the squeeze on you for a $40 
model. Why can’t he just go out and rum­ 
mage around the garage and make his 
own, like you did? 
Why can’t he? For the same reason 
that you would be somewhat reluctant to 
drive the wife and kids to church next 
Sunday in a dipsy dumpster powered by a 
lawnmower motor. 
It’s a matter of status and perfor­ 
mance. 
Skateboarding, Pop, is no longer a 
backyard project. It’s a multimillion- 
dollar industry. New materials have

done for skateboarding what fiberglass 
did for pole vaulting. Any resemblance 
between what you used to do on a 
skateboard and what your kid can do now 
is strictly laughable. 
The modern skateboard is a 
sophisticated and versatile piece of 
sports equipment, capable of maneuvers 
unheard of a few years ago. 
On your old skateboard, for instance, 
could you walk up and down stairs and 
curbs ; execute one-footed nose wheelies, 
high jumps, 360-degree helicopters, 
spheelies, pirouettes, and handstands? 
Could your ride along high on the edge of 
an empty swimming pool with your body 
at a gravity-defying angle? Could you hit 
40 mph down hills? Did you spend hours 
discussing with your buddies the relative 
merits of various skateboard com­ 
ponents? 
It’s a whole new ballgame, Pop. And it 
all started with the wheel. T7ie urethane 
wheel, that is. 
A few years ago some guy decided to 
experiment by making skate wheels out 
of urethane. He found that where the old 
steel or hard clay wheels would easily 
lose traction on turns, the new urethane 
wheels would bite into concrete like a 
good set of radial tires. It created a new 
world of performance possibilities. 


THE LIMITS of creativity have 
been gre a tly expanded in 
skateboarding in recent years, as 
shown in these photos. Top to bot­ 
tom : Dave Droste, one of the hottest 
local riders, glides downhill on two 
skateboards. A favorite trick at one 
Country Club spot is to ride full-tilt 
at a bank of ivy, leap off the board, 
and do a complete flip into the soft 
ivy bed landing pit; Droste 
demonstrates.

“You can turn harder and later with 
the new wheels, and go much faster,’’ ex­ 
plains local skateboarder and skateboard 
salesman Gary Robinett. “All the limits 
have just been pushed way beyond what 
they were before.” 
Shortly after the urethane revolution 
came a tide of new skateboard 
technology that is still cresting. 
Specially-designed trucks (wheel sup­ 
ports) absorb road shocks and give the 
rider more control. New boards, inspired 
by snow skis, are made of fiberglass or 
wood, laminated to give the rider vary­ 
ing amounts of “flex,” allowing him to 
increase speed by “pumping” his board. 


Snob appeal is 


part of the fun 


The whole package is a classic exam­ 
ple of modem American capitalism and 
opportunism, — with maybe a teenie bit 
of youth market exploitation. 
One typical ad in a recent issue of 
“Skateboarder” magazine shows a plain- 
looking board and lists the following per­ 
formance features: glass-stroded chas­ 
sis, unidirectional fiberglass, high- 
strength resin systems, laminated under 
heat and pressure, flexibility, Chicago 
all-steel trucks, super-grip Cadillac 
wheels, non-skid textured decks, shock 
absorber pads, and aerospace locking 
nut system. 
It comes in three models — Hotdog, 
Slalom and Downhill. 
“For a high-performance skateboard 
you almost have to spend $30 or more,” 
says Robinett. “The practical high is 
about $45. I’ve seen them go for $150.” 
Gary admits that there is often heavy 
peer-group 
pressu re 
among 
skateboarders to buy name-brand 
materials and boards rather than off- 
brand boards that may be almost as. 
good. But as a general rule, the more ex­ 
pensive the skateboard, the better the 
design, color, materials and "feel.” 
“It’s like driving a car,” Gary ex­ 
plains. “Some boards react differently 
than others.” 
To say that every youngster between 
the age of six and 16 owns a skateboard 
would be an exaggeration. There are 
probably two or three kids in Lompoc in 
that age bracket who don’t skateboard. 
Naturally, some take the sport more 
seriously than others. 
“It gets very intense socially,” says 
Robinett. “Some kids quit little league 
football and baseball to skateboard/’ 
This does not sit well with some 
parents, especially the ones who are sure 
that little league is a vital stepping stone 
to Big League. Good God! The kid is 
blowing a $100,000 bonus to bomb down 
hills on a skateboard! 
Such parents will be happy to know 
that skateboarding is becoming almost 
as ridiculously commercial as the “big” 
sports. There are contests, tours, 
lucrative factory contracts and product 
endorsements open to talented 
skateboarders, even pre-teen phenoms. 
The Lompoc Valley hasn’t yet 
produced any skateboard superstars, but 
you don’t have to look very far to see 
groups of kids matching tricks. 


A few of the hotter local riders got 
together recently for a photo session to 
illustrate this article. They chose one of 
their favorite spots, a cul-de-sac street in 
the Country Club.

Skateboarders, like trout fishermen, are 
loath to reveal choice spots, for fear of 
being overrun by fellow sportsmen.) 


The ideal skateboarding spot is 
smoothly-paved, steep, and full of angles 
that allow the riders to “get into radical 
positions.” 


One of the local riders got into a few 
unplanned radical positions, when, at the 
end of the photo session, he tried to shoot 
the big Clubhouse Road hill. Traveling 
about 30 mph, he lost control and som- 
mersaulted off the road and into the 
shrubbery. The injuries were nothing 
that a large bucket of Bactine and a few 
square feet of skin grafts couldn’t 
soothe. 


It’s unfair, however, to label 
skateboarding a dangerous sport. Like 
most other sports, it’s really only risky 
when safety precautions, common sense, 
and the limits of rider and equipment are 
ignored. 
Dr. Jean Michels, local orthopedic sur­ 
geon, has repaired a few limbs broken in 
skateboard mishaps. 


And dad, if your kid’s skateboard 
acrobatics have inspired you to come out 
of retirement, hear Michels’ advice: 


“ Skateboards are much more 
dangerous to adults than to kids. Adults 
fall harder and further and are not so 
spry. As a rule, adults fall like a ton of 
bricks. The best advice is that adults 
should stay off of them.” 


Here, kid, here’s 40 bucks. And on your 
way out, turn up the tv and bring your 
dad a beer.

And what John Havlicek did Wednesday 
night was strictly habit. 


The 14-year veteran from Ohio State 
played 33 minutes, wound up with 17 
points and led the Boston fast break in 
the second half that brought the Celtics 
back to a 110-99 victory over the Atlanta 
Hawks 


Thus Havlicek now has 23.146 career 
points and needs just four more to move 
past Elgin Baylor into fourth on the all- 
time list He also needs to play in just 45 
more games to take the iron-man award 
from former Philadelphia star Hal 
Greer, who appeared in 1,122 games. 


Havlicek doesn’t expect to catch 
career-scoring leader Wilt Chamberlain, 
who poured in 31,419 points in 14 seasons, 
although he has an outside shot at pass­ 
ing Jerry West and Oscar Robertson. 


“ But I would like to play one more 
year” , said Havlicek. “ If I’m healthy, 
and I should be. there’s no reason I 
shouldn’t come back next year. To 
become the leader in number of games 
played is my one goal. That’s the only 
mark I’m striving to attain.” 


Tom Van Arsdale led the Hawks with 
24 points. 
Rockets 108, Cavaliers $3 
Houston’s Ed Ratleff, held to three 
points in the first half, ignited a second 
half surge with 11 points as Cleveland’s 
five-game winning streak was snapped.

Witness claims: 
Baseball made threats 


EVERETT, Wash. (UPI) - The 
American League and the Baseball Com­ 
missioner's office each threatened a 
year ago never to put a team back in 
Seattle if the lawsuit against the league 
ever came to trial, according to King 
County Executive John Spellman. 
The threats, said Spellman from the 
witness stand, came in a Dec. 4, 1974 
meeting in New Orleans between the 
plaintiffs and defendants in the case. 
The multi-million dollar suit has been 
brought by the state of Washington, King 
County and the city of Seattle over the 
moving of the Seattle Pilots club to 
Milwaukee in 1970. 
Only two weeks ago, with the suit 
about to come to trial, American League 
owners voted to put an expansion 
franchise in Seattle in 1977. 
The atto rn ey rep resen tin g the 
American League at the trial objected to 
Spellman recollecting the threat in front 


of the jury so it was not done. 
The jury was sent out of the courtroom 
of the Snohomish County Courthouse 
while Judge Frank Howard previewed 
Spellman’s testimony with the plaintiff’s 
attorney, William Dwyer, asking ques­ 
tions. 


According to Spellman, Jam es Garner, 
an American League attorney, attended 
the New Orleans meeting and told the 
plaintiffs if they went ahead with the suit 
and lost, they would never have another 
American League team in Seattle.

Polly’s Pointers 


Try iron on 
slipper saver 


Inflation Fighter 


DEAR POLLY — During these days of inflated prices 
we are ail trying to get the last bit of wear out of 
anything we have so when the soles of my family's knit 
slippers start to wear out I apply denim iron-on knee 
patches that I have cut to fit the shape of the soles. Iron 
on with a hot iron and then sew around the edges of the 
patches with the sewing machine to make sure the 
patches stay on tightly. This adds a lot of wear to a pair 
of slippers. — M.K. 


DEAR POLLY — Many products are packed in boxes that 
are completely covered with foil or a waxed type paper. The 
“easy pouring” spout is under the paper covering that must be 
torn away before the spout can be pulled open. 
As a result much of the product falls between the box and the 
outer wrapping so is never used. Avoid this waste by placing a 
piece of masking tape right BELOW the pouring spout. In 
other words, tape the outer paper to the box and there is no 
slot for the product to fall through. This way one gets to use 
100 per cent of the product bought. — SALLY J. 
DEAR POLLY — Even sewing thread is expensive these 
days so I save thread by carefully removing basting threads 
after stitching to reuse for more basting. (Polly’s note-As it is 
removed it could be wound around an empty spool to prevent 
tangles and knots.) — KATE. 
DEAR POLLY — If you have a parakeet save the “wasted” 
seed from the cage and stir into a coffee can full of old grease. 
Let it harden, remove from the can, put in a net vegetable bag 
and hang in a tree to provide food for wild birds during the 
winter. — IDA. 
DEAR POLLY — I think one of the biggest savings women 
can make in the food budget is to make their own bread rather 
than buy it at the store. I paid slightly less than a dollar for 
five pounds of white flour and with it baked four loaves of 
bread, six buns and eight doughnuts. TWO loaves of store 
bread would cost me a little more than the flour cost. 1 live 
alone and this provided me with enough bread for a month 
Also there is something lasting about homemade bread and 
sometimes bought bread seems to go like a puff of wind. 
After Christmas the linen calendars that sell for about a 
dollar and a half can often be bought for ten cents each and be 
put to practical use like dish towels, tray cloths, etc. I use one 
over my lap as I drink tea or coffee while watching TV on a 
winter's night. — L.C.E. 
DEAR POLLY — To get that last bit of cleaner or hand lo­ 
tion out of a pump dispenser bottle I slip on a section of a 
plastic drinking straw so all the contents can be used and none 
wasted. 
To loosen a ribbon knot sprinkle with talcum powder. —

Forty years ago most bridge 
players believed that if a hand 
was worth an opening bid they 
had to overcall with it They 
would stick in a two-diamond 
overcall with their four quick 
tricks. West would double and 
when the smoke had cleared 
away our hero would have 
taken his two ace-kings and 
the defense the other nine 
tricks. 
South would say, "I had a 
good opening bid.” Everyone 
would sympathize with him, 
particularly East and West. 
No one would point out that 


if he had kept his mouth shut 
East and West might well 
have landed at four spades- 
down one. 
Today most players realize 
that it is unwise to overcall 
with a four-card suit at any 
time and that you really need 
a six carder for a two-level 
overcall. 
If a modern player did want 
to bid with that 4-3-3-3 South 
hand he would make a takeout 
double. North would respond 
two clubs and probably would 
not be doubled. If doubled he 
would not go down more than 
two and might get out for one.

Kelley and his sources 


In recent years, attacks on 
the news m e d ia’s self- 
proclaim ed right to un­ 
disclosed sources have in­ 
creased in awesome numbers 
and in more than a few cases 
have resulted in stories going 
u n r e p o r t e d a s well as 
newsmen being jailed. 
The Justice Department and 
its mentor, the federal govern­ 
ment, has been the number 
one perpetrator of this inva­ 
sion of privacy and, media 
protestations notwithstanding, 
the attacks continue today. 
In a nutshell, the news 
media in this country believes 
fervently that the protection of 
news sources is as vital to the 
successful protection of 
America’s basic freedoms as 
is the first amendment itself. 
There can be no doubt that if 
the name of a source for a Con­ 


troversial news story were 
available to any governmental 
investigative agency, such 
sources would immediately 
disappear. And nobody would 
know nothin’. 


It’s ironic, then, that none 
other than the head of the FBI, 
Clarence Kelley, would find 
himself fighting the same fight 
and for largely the same 
reason. 


The FBI of late has been ac­ 
cused of all sorts of unsavory 
practices, not many of which 
are particularly consistent 
with the average American’s 
idea of what his government is 
all about. And so, the FBI is 
being investigated and Mr. 
Kelley has been asked to de­ 
fend his operation, just as 
publishers and editors have 
been asked to defend theirs. 


In testifying before the 
Senate Governmental Opera­ 
tions Committee, Kelley said 
that while Congressional over­ 
sight of the Bureau might con­ 
tinue, it should never include 
unlimited access to file by 
senators and representatives. 
If that were to become the 
case, said Kelley, the lifeblood 
of volunteered information 
and the help of informers 
would disappear, and the ef­ 
fectiveness of the FBI would 
be compromised. 
Clarence, we agree with you 
entirely. We’ve been fighting 
the same battle with the same 
argument for several years 
now. We’ve tried legislation 
and court appeals, largely to 
no avail. But we wish you a lot 
of luck, and we’ll be watching 
to see if the sword does, in­ 
deed, cut both ways.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Consumer bill a hard sell 


WASHINGTON — House Judiciary 
Chairman Peter Rodino, the fair but 
firm arbiter of the Nixon impeachment 
hearing, has been less heroic in cham­ 
pioning the consumers. 
Two years ago, he called boldly for a 
multi-billion-dollar consumer bill. It was 
urgently needed, he declared in a House 
speech, to control 
“ skyrocketing food 
prices, energy crises 
... and powerful oil 
companies.” 
Yet after the echo of 
his brave words had 
faded, he dilly-dallied 
and shilly-shallied 
while business tycoons 
systematically 
sabotaged the bill. 
The measure would 
encourage states to 
sue giant corporations 
for antitrust violations and award 
billions in damages to the public. It had 
the enthusiastic support of the attorneys 
general from 39 states. 
But the bill was held up unavoidably by 
the impeachment hearings. Then Rodino 
selected as his new chief counsel Earl 
Dudley, an able, intense man with little 
antitrust experience. 
There is evidence that Dudley worked 
against the bill behind the scenes. 
N ev erth e less, 
it w as approved 
overwhelmingly by a subcommittee and 
scheduled for quick ratification by the 
full Judiciary Committee last June. 
But something funny happened to the 
bill (mi the way to the full Committee. 
One of the nation's most powerful lob­ 
bies, the Business Roundtable, suddenly 
awoke to the importance of the bill. 
The Roundtable is made up of about 
160 of the country’s largest companies, 
which operate facilities in almost every 
congressional district. Such industrial 
giants as Bristol-Myers, Continental 
Can, Exxon. General Motors, Ford and 
Kennecott Copper were mobilized 
against the bill. 
The lobbyist s hand is quicker than the 
public’s eye. So what happened next was 
too fast for the public to follow. But the 
Business Roundtable quietly assigned its 
able lobbyist, Arnold Lerman, to build a 
backfire against the bill. 
He was a shrewd choice. For Lerman 
happened to be a former law associate of 
committee counsel Dudley. Hiey had 
worked together on corporate cases six 
years earlier. 
We have established that Lerman 
quietly warned Dudley the legislation 
was “ a bad idea.” Lerman also brought 
business tycoons to Capitol Hill to 
whisper in the backroom against the bill. 
The pressure had its effect upon 
Rodino. On the day before his Judiciary 
Committee was supposed to meet on the 
bill, he summoned the subcommittee 
members to the Speaker’s dining room 
for a surprise “ briefing.” 
This neatly got around the House rules 
against secrecy. The legislative sessions 
are supposed to be open to the public, so 
Rodino pretended the meeting was an in­ 
formal “ briefing.” 


According to several who were pre­ 
sent. Rodino quickly got down to 
legislative business. His enthusiasm for 
the bill, it became clear, was wavering. 
He said that industry “ pressures have 
been tremendous.” He “ would need 
everyone’s support.” he pleaded, before 
he could take the bill to the House floor. 
This brought open grumbling from the 
bill's backers, particularly Barbara 
Jordon, D-Tex., and Ed Mezvinsky, D- 
Iowa. Rep. John Seiberling, D-Ohio, who 


had joined Rodino in sponsoring the bill, 
gamely tried to keep the bill alive but 
agreed to “ unload” some provisions. 
As a result, the full com m ittee 
meeting was put off, and the subcommit­ 
tee took more time to prepare a revised 
bill. Hie delay gave the business lob­ 
byists time to regroup. 
When the full committee finally met in 
late July, Rep. Charles Wiggins, R- 
Calif., a suave, conservative lawyer, 
managed to water down the revised ver­ 
sion. 
But at least a tough report was written 
for presentation to the House Rules Com­ 
mittee. In fact, it was too tough to suit 
Dudley who privately chopped the report 
in half and seriously weakened it. 
Seiberling managed to retrieve the 
report and strengthen it. This took until 
September. Then Rodino delayed until 
November before making his presenta­ 
tion to the Rules Committee. 
It was nothing like his passionate ap­ 


peal of two years earlier. Even a friend 
acknowledged that Rodino’s perfor­ 
mance was lackadaisacal, that he was 
“ disastrously uninformed.” 


The business tycoons, meanwhile, 
shifted their attention to the Rules Com­ 
mittee. Under pressure from the big 
boys, the committee quietly caved in and 
tabled the bill. 
Now Rodino has heard from the Con­ 
sumers, and he has made gestures to 
Speaker Carl Albert to revive the bill. 
But for the moment the bill is gathering 
dust in a cubbyhole. 


Footnote. Rodino insisted at length 
that he still is committed to the bill and 
that the delays were not intended to give 
the Business Roundtable more time to 
sabotage it. He defended Dudley, who 
told us he wasn’t influenced by his friend 
Lerman. The triumphant Lerman told 
us: “ I think the committee did a public 
service in slowing the bill down.” 


ROVin' Around with R.O.V. 
Out standing in his field 


Come this June, the Santa Ynez River 
park will have some barbecue pits, a 
parking lot, restrooms, an access road 
and — hopefully — a new name. 
The Parks and Recreation Commis- 
is working with other interested citizens 
in coming up with a name for the 
facility, and so far the project is being 
undertaken with a 
great deal of good 
hum or by n ea rly 
everybody involved. 
“ What’s wrong with 
the name it’s got — 
San ta Ynez R iver 
P a r k ? ” som ebody 
asked at the city coun­ 
cil meeting the other 
night. 
The answer is that 
there seems to be a 
general 
agreem ent 
that the trend toward 
naming the park after some citizen who 
has made an outstanding contribution to 
the community be followed. 
Some rather facetious stabs at such a 
name have been thrust forward in the 
last few weeks, notably City Attorney 
Alan Davidson’s quips at the last council 
meeting. 
He suggested, as you undoubtedly read 
in Glimpses at the time, that the park 
might be named after one of the city 
council’s two retiring members — Art 
Scott or Emil Scolari. 
Davidson's proposal for a specific 
name was either Scott Lot or Scolari 
Prairie. 
This has been matched by a suggestion 
that emanated from the last Parks and 
RecreationCommission meeting where it 
was suggested that the park be named 
for the current members of the P-R com­ 
mission. This would have made its name 
Valencia-Simimski-Flingkingshelt- 
Akronowitz-Johnson Park. 
I think this idea has been rejected, not 
because the com m issioners aren’t 
worthy of the recognition but because 
such a name would make it the only 
facility in the world where the sign for 
the name would cost more than the 
whole park did to develop. 


(What I don’t understand is how 
somebody with a name like Johnson ever 
picked for a commission composed of 
other m em bers named V alencia. 
Sim in s k i, 
Flinkingshelt 
and 


Akronowitz.) 
Seriously, the commission is looking 
for suggestions for a name — one that 
will make the park immediately iden­ 
tifiable to the Lompoc area— and if you 
have an idea, you might communicate 
with the parks commission or director at 
city hall. The phone number is 736-1261. 


Speaking of having things named for 
you, a friend of mine, Ernest Hay, had 
experienced an outstanding year as 
president of the Optimist Club in 
Duncan, Okla. He had achieved the honor 
of Distinguished President, the club was 
accorded Honor status by Optimist Inter­ 
national, and in general the club had ex­ 
perienced a tremendous year with some 
outstanding projects achieved. 
Because he was the guiding influence 
for all of this good work, notably the es­ 
tablishing of a Little League filed in 
Duncan, he was delighted to hear that 
the Little League Board of Directors had 
voted to name the new facility after him. 
He was delighted, that is, until he saw 
the sign on the night of the dedication. It 
said, simply: 
HAY FIELD. 
“ That’s the last straw,” Ernie said. 


All of which brings me to this obser­ 
vation: 
Show me a man who has chosen farm­ 
ing as a vocation and I’ll show you a man 
out standing in his field. 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. - The state of 
the state — even though it is the most 
populous in the union — cannot compare 
with a presidential address on the state 
of the union that throws in everything in 
a presidential year. 
Yet in his state of the state talk to the 
legislature the other day Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. sounded 
the note of caution and 
self-reliance that has 
made him at 37 one of 
the most conspicuous 
figures on the political 
scene. 
California will end 
the year with a surplus 
of over $500 million. 
His budget represents 
an annual increase of 6 
per cent as against the 
12 per cent of his 
predecessor, Ronald 
Reagan. Thanks to Reagan, when he took 
office a year ago, Brown inherited a sur­ 
plus of $100 million. 
The political editor of the McClatchy 
newspapers, Richard Rodda, pointed out 
that the supreme irony in the new state 
budget is that one of the biggest expen­ 
diture items — $1.4 billion — is a Reagan 
legacy, earmarked for property tax 
relief. 
Property taxes throughout the state 
are $2.8 billion, as high if not higher than 
ever before. Three times during the 
eight Reagan years state taxes, in­ 
cluding sales and personal income taxes, 
went up theoretically to give relief to 
home owners. 


But while the governor and his staff 
deal with budgetary figures on the 
cautious and frugal side, he still thumbs 
his nose at the conventions of another 
generation of politicians that includes his 
father, Edmund G. (Pat) Brown Sr., who 
was governor for eight years. 


At the traditional prayer breakfast 
starting the new year, a young man 
bared to the waist and young women did 
dances with religious themes and Sufi 
singers sang songs from religions past 
and present. As part of the mixture, 
leaders from the legislature read pas­ 
sages from the scriptures. 


“ I remember when I first heard about 
this prayer breakfast,” Brown said in his 
benedictionJiaving enjoyed the whole oc­ 
casion hugely. “ I was in the seminary 
(Jesuit) about 15 years ago and was 
horrified to learn that my father was go­ 
ing to pray with Protestants. Since that 
time we’ve come a long way.” 


As perhaps the hottest political 
property in the country, Brown is a 
magnet for ambitious Democrats seek­ 
ing their party’s nomination. No Udall, 
Sen. Frank Church and others have made 
the pilgrimage to Sacramento, yet the 
Governor remains blithely uncommit­ 


ted. 
Several options are open. He could 
head an uncommitted delegation to the 
convention in New York or he could go as 
a favorite son. He has specifically 
requested that his name not go on the 
Florida primary ballot as a presidential 
candidate. 
Old-line Democrats find his brash 
manners annoying. They partly blame 
him for the fact that New York rather 
than Los Angeles got the convention. 
When the question arose of sufficient 
hotel rooms, he suggested that there was 
no reason why the delegates couldn’t sl­ 
eep in church basements. A church base­ 
ment is not the ordinary delegate’s 
dream of how to live it up at convention 
time. 
Brown declined to take part in the 
Democratic telethon in Los Angeles on 
the ground that he had an important 
state assignment in Northern California. 
When he phoned in a contribution of $50, 
it was hardly an occasion for wild cheer- 


in8Whether he sees the lightning striking 
him out of the confused and troubled 
skies over Madison Square Garden, he 


gives no clue. His anti-Washington at­ 
titude, the increasingly popular posture 
for ambitious politicians, is tempered by 
the influence he has brought to bear to 
get Sen. Gaylord Nelson to come into the 
state to conduct further hearings on the 
survival of the family farm in America. 
Specifically, they will concentrate on 
federal reclam ation policy on the 
Westlands Water District. 
The Examiner, the Hearst newspaper 
in San Francisco, is running a series of 
articles charging the Federal Bureau of 
Reclamation with sanctioning a $2 billion 
steal of water provided by the federal 
government for agribusiness. This is on 
newly irrigated lands intended by law to 
go to individual farmers. Thus far only 
two family farms have come out of the 
vast project. 
Factory farm s held by absentee 
owners and farmed by huge machines, 
often with stoop labor imported from 
Mexico, is increasingly the trend in 
California. It is one of the facts of life 
that Brown must confront if he is to show 
he has more than a highly provocative 
style defying the canons of the old 
politics.

One of the big uncertainties to come 
out of Tuesday night’s school board hear­ 
ings on school closures was the impact of 
the racial imbalance at El Camino on the 
school’s future. 
As noted in the school board agenda 
the school has 31 per cent Spanish sur­ 
name student population and a total of 47 
per cent m inority 
population. In former 
tim es these f a c t s 
would have led to state

Clarence Bloom 
had noted that the state had said 
previously that a deviation of more than 
15 per cent from the district level on 
Spanish surname population would have 
brought about orders to shift populations 
in some way. Bloom didn’t say so, but 
the district level of Spanish surname is 
about 10 per cent. El Camino’s 31 per 
cent is thus substantially above the 
former guideline. 
The question is important because 
without the pressure to achieve racial 
balance, there is no pressing, viable

reason on the table at the moment to 
close El Camino as has been suggested. 
Bloom says the state no longer man­ 
dates balance, but he concedes that 
racial balance is still the philosophy of 
the state. At the same time Bloom said 
he was undecided which configuration of 
students achieved better education, a 
heavy concentration of minority stu­ 
dents, or the dispensal of those students 
to schools that presently serve fewer 
minority students. 
Someone the other night also made an 
interesting suggestion aimed at keeping 
El Camino open. He said the racial 
balance at the school could be improved 
and safety factors could be enhanced by 
shifting some El Camino students who 
live around Pine Avenue to La Canada 
School. That suggestion would make it 
unnecessary for those students to cross 
College Avenue on their walk to El 
Camino each day and also dilute the 
minority level at the school.

It will be interesting to pin down these 
details. And it would also be interesting 
to know just how interested the City of 
Lompoc is in acquiring at least a portion 
of the school for city departments and 
how strongly the city has set forth that 
interest. 
It’s another matter when considering 
the broad question of school closings. Op­ 
ponents of such action can’t dispel the 
argument of those who say it isn’t 
reasonable to have to operate the same 
number of schools, minus one to educate 
a school population that has now fallen 
about 4,000 students from the peak years. 
But there is the undeniable tug of the 
neighborhood school concept. Whether 
the closing of a school or two would 
violate that concept is uncertain. 
Dorothy Gillespie, a parent in the La 
Mesa School area, had her own way of 
expressing her preference for the con­ 
cept: She noted that there was a part in 
the school board agenda that said the 
closing of a school would give greater op- 
portunity for flexibility in the 
educational program, and then declared: 
“ We like what we have.” 


Never before has the school board 
faced so many major decisions. Most of 
the public spotlight has been on the 
collective bargaining law for school 
employes, but there is also the on- 
campus smoking question to be decided, 
the mandated feeding of needy students 
beginning in September of 1977; issues 
surrounding the high school proficiency 
or equivalency test program; the new 
limited physical education program 
which is not possible; the implementa­ 
tion of the Stull Act for teacher accoun­ 
tability, and of course the school closure 
recommendations which come in the 
face of declining enrollment. 
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
